Granddad Saves Girl Citizens 
From Burning Room 


A Novato man saved the life of his 
7-year-old granddaughter last night when 
he led her unhurt out of her blazing, 
smoke-filled bedroom. 


He is James A. Taylor, Sutro avenue, 
who said today he opened the bedroom door 
about 9:50 o’clock last night, to find the 
room in flames and so filled w’ith smoke he 
could hardly see. 


The girl’s mother, Taylor’s daughter- 
in-law, Mrs. James L. Taylor, lay in another 
bedroom, completely disabled from polio 
which she contracted about two months 
ago, Taylor told Novato Fire Chief George 
Cavallero. Taylor’s son was at work in San 
Francisco, where he is employed at a 
mortuary. 


His granddaughter, Marilyn, a first 
grader at Marioc Street School, had gone 
to bed earlier, he said, but he found her 
bed empty. 


Then he heard her, apparently in a far 


corner. She was making a noise that sound­ 


ed like giggling, he said. He reached 


through the thick smoke and led her from 
the room. 
Taylor said he discovered the fire 
when he was about to go to bed. He heard 
a slight sound from the bedroom, and 
smelled an odor of smoke. 
He said he told Marilyn to run and find 
her grandmother to call the fire depart­ 
ment. He went outside, grabbed the garden 
hose, smashed the bedroom window and 
started spraying the flames. 
Cavalerro reported Taylor held the fire 
in check until firemen arrived a few min­ 
utes later. Ten firemen with two fire trucks 
finished putting out the blaze and helped 
clean up the mess. 
Taylor said the damage would amount 
to about $ 1 , 0 0 0 from the flames that des­ 
troyed two beds in the room, a rug, drapes, 
and scorched the walla and ceiling which 
would have to be completely refinlshed. But 
all the damage is covered by insurance, he 
added. 
Taylor and Cavallero agreed the fire 
must have been caused by a faulty electrical 
fixture or connection.

It's No Joke That Many 
Would Like Oil Royalties Cut 


THE IRON "FENCE" 


Cheers sounded through the state assem­ 
bly last week as Speaker James Silliman an­ 
nounced that the I . S. Supreme Court had 
rejected suits aimed at blocking return of 
the oil tidelands to the states. 


As he concluded his remarkes he quipped, 
“Line forms to the right." 


* 
He knew, as did the other legislators, that 
he wasn’t joking as much as he pretended. 
At present there is $60,307,869 in Califor­ 
nia's share of the oil ro\allies built up since 
1947 when an earlier Supreme Court de­ 
cision challenged the state s ownership. 


Right 
now 
in 
the 
state 
treasury 
is 
$38,265,874 of this total; the rest, $22,041,993 
is in the U. S. treasury. 
That’s a lot of 
money and there is a large proportion of 
the 39 senators and 79 assemblymen in Sac­ 
ramento who would like to get their hands 
on a big chunk of the total for their dis­ 
tricts. 


Lnder present law the fund would 1* 
disposed of this way. 
Sesenty per cent of 
it would go to the state beaches and parks; 
$150,000 a year would be earmarked for edu­ 
cation of disabled war \eterans, and the 
rest would be added to the state s general 
fund. 


Yet laws can be changed. 
Several propo­ 
sals already have been heard around the 
Capitol that the monev should be used for 
other than its designated purposes. 
Then 
later last week the Joint Committee on Im­ 
pounded Funds from 1 ide and Submerged 
l ands submitted a teport declaring the 
money should not be approved for expen­ 
diture until five policy questions had been 
answered. 
They were: 


1—Just hosv much of the total should be 
made available to the Division of Beaches 
and Parks? 


2—Just how will this total be divided be­ 
tween beaches and parks? 


3—\\ hat will be the ultimate cost of 
maintenance and operation of beaches and 
park\ to be borne bv the general fund as 
a result of recreation areas acquired from 
tideland and other funds? 


4—Should the vtate pav Io< al governments 
in lieu taxes for beach and park properties? 
5—W hat effect changes in conservation law 
might have on oil royalties? 


The joint commtitee also called attention 
to the fact that there are estimates of a 
steady decline in oil revenue from more than 
$10 million next rear to $350,000 in 20 vears. 
Then who will pay for beaches and parks

costs, it asked, adding there is no over all 
state policy on the spending of this money. 


1 he Division of Beaches and Parks some 
months ago prepared and presented a five- 
year plan for the funds. 
T he plan was a 
practical one aimed at providing recreation 
areas where they are vitally needed now 
and in preserving areas for future develop­ 
ment in the future. 'Such are the ways of 
politics that such comprehensive plans can 
be completely overlooked in the flush of 
prospective riches. 


1 he impounded funds had at this writing 
not yet been released. But as Attorney Gen­ 
eral Brown said, “I anticipate that this de­ 
cision will end all legal controversy over 
submerged lands." 
It was indicated they 
would be released in the "not too distant 
future." 


\\ hat we must not allow to happen now 
is for individual greed to divert the funds 
from the projects for which they were in­ 
tended. 
There is no rush, neither should 
there be a needless delay. 
Each project 
of the Division of Beaches and Parks has 
to be passed on by the legislature before 
the money can be spent. 
There are ample 
controls.

Feather River Project Is So Huge 
It Won't Be Possible To Rush It 


SACRAMENTO (CN8) — Ap­ 
parently, the larger the enter­ 
prise, the greater the complica­ 
tions surrounding it. This truism 
is proving to be a fact in the 
legislative handling of the huge 
Feather River project proposed 
to be built by the state of Cali­ 
fornia. 
Almost two billion dollara will 
be necessary to complete the 
huge water conservation, multi­ 
ple power and flood control fea­ 
tures, including the transmission 
of water from Oroville in Butte 
County as far south as San Diego 
County. 


FROM AN engineering stand­ 
point, the project has been held 
feasible by the state engineer. 
But from a financial standpoint, 
many questions are being raised 
by legislators. They in the final 
analysis, must vote funds to start 
the project, which will take from 
six to ten years to complete once 
it is financed. 
To get going, some legislator* 
have suggested that the state 
take $75 million of Its “rainy 
day” reserve funds to acquire 
rights-of-way, move 
railroads, 
highways and perform other pre­ 
liminary work w’hich must be 
done before construction work 
can begin on Oroville Dam. 


BUT OTHER legislators, ques­ 
tioning the ultimate total financ­ 
ing of the project, see no partic-

ular point in emptying the state 
treasury for what they contend 
is a project on which no finan­ 
cial feasibility report has teen 
made. 
This latter group of legislators 
is in no way opposed to the 
project as such, nor are they 
against water conservation, which 
every legislator realizes is neces­ 
sary to the future economy of 
the state. They can be said, rath­ 
er, to be cautious in approaching 
so vast a work without full de­ 
tails. 
Then too, there is the compli­ 
cation of water rights in coun­ 
ties of origin, and In the immedi­ 
ate service area of the Feather 
River. 
This complication Is deeper 
than appears on the surface, and 
involves the future of farming 
in the area mentioned. It stems 
largely from the authority of the 
Legislature to act on such rights, 
and set fees for water costs once 
the dam is completed. 


Ai A PRELIMINARY figure, 
it is estimated that water from 
the project delivered in South­ 
ern California would cost about 
$50 per acre foot. This Is expen­ 
sive water, especially to a farm­ 
er who is used to getting his 
water for a dollar an acre foot 
on up. 
S o m e legislators, therefore, 
particularly those representing 
the counties of origin and the 
areas to be served, wonder wheth­ 
er or not the tariff south of Te- 
hachapi would be too high, even 
for industrial and domestic use, 
and whether or not the Legisla­ 
ture in the future would make 
some move to equalize costs bf 
the surplus 
water from 
the 
Feather between users in the 
north and the south. 


CONSEQUENTLY, these leg­ 
islators are moving for settlement 
of all water rights before actual 
financing and construction of the 
dam is begun. 
Although the project is con­ 
templated as s e l f -liquidating 
eventually, preliminary indica­ 
tions are that bonds can’t be sold 
until some $150 million is put 
up by the state and federal gov­ 
ernments, as bonding concerns 
want some assurance that the 
project will pay off before they 
will finance the operation. 
Thus, it does not appear that 
the project will move at this ses­

beyond 
the 
preliminary 
stages.

Nothing Wrong With New Look, 
It's New Lookers That Cause Trouble 


Defense Secretary Charles X. 
Wilson is instinctively a candid 
and plain-speaking public of­ 
ficial. 
His latest candor and plain- 
spokenness appear in his testi­ 
mony before Congress last week 
on the Admin- 
i » t r a t i o n ’s 
“New L o o k ” 
military policy. 
H e testified 
that it is pro­ 
ducing “a lot 
of confusion.” 
Now, there is 
one of the most 
accurate state- 
m e n t s which 
has yet been 
applied to the “New Look” and 
the questions which it raises are: 
Where does 
this 
"confusion” 
come from and why have we had 
so much of it? 
There has been public confu­ 
sion over the Administration's 
“new” military policy because 
there 1ms been official confusion 
in expounding it. 


IN RECENT WEEKS — even in 
recent days — high government 
officials have publicized conflict­ 
ing and widely divergent inter­ 
pretations of what the "New 
Look” means, what it involves 
and what It is intended to do. 
Let me illustrate. In his recent 
radio-telecast 
Vice 
President 
Nixon stated that he would ex­ 
plain “w'hat this new policy is” 
end “how It differs from the 
old.” P's said: 
"Rather than let the commu­ 
nists nibble us to death all over 
the world 
In 
little 
wars, we 
would rely in the future primari­ 
ly on our massive mobile retali­ 
atory power which we could use 
in our discretion against the 
major source of aggression at 
times and places that we chose.” 


THUS NIXON is saying that 
the "New Look” represents new 
policy, that it is substantially dif­ 
ferent from previous military 
policy and that its key charac­ 
teristic is massive retaliation on 
the major enemy. 
What has contributed so much 
to public . misunderstanding is 
that a perfectly valid military 
policy has been expounded as 
something different than it real­ 
ly is. It isn’t the “New Look” 
which is confused; it is the ex­ 
position of it which has been 
confused. 


THE OPPOSITE of what Nix­ 
on said about the "New Look” 
is nearer the truth. 
The Administration’! military 
policy is not new is not revo­ 
lutionary, represents no signifi­ 
cant break with previous military 
planning. 


Its key characteristic is nol 
“massive retaliation,” 
at least 
not in the view of Adm. Arthur 
W. Radford, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, who said 
last week that its "distinguish­ 
ing feature” Is a “steady, long- 
• term gain in combat strength 
rather than a rapid build-up for 
a particular crisis." 
It does not assume that atomio 
retaliatory power will necessarily 
deter all aggression. It does not 
assume that the United States 
will be free of all local nibbling 
aggressions which may have to 
be met by limited defense. 


THE “NEW LOOK” does not 
assume any of these things, 
singly. In one sense, it assumes 
all of these things since its ob­ 
jective is to bring modern weap­ 
ons into harness to increase all 
our military capabilities to meet 
emergencies w h i c h obviously 
cannot be foreseen. 
What is original about the 
"Newr Look” is its emphasis upon 
the "capacity for retaliation”— 
which is aimed to avert aggres­ 
sion — and the increased free­ 
dom of action to counter aggres­ 
sion not mefely at the point of 
attack »ut at "places of our own 
choosing.” 
This is not new American mili­ 
tary doctrine but it is more to 
the front in our planning than 
heretofore. 


W H Y THE defense program 
ever got so lamely and so loose­ 
ly and to contradictorily ex­ 
plained is hard to »ay. Probably 
the reason Is that its numerous 
spokesmen weFe over-eager to 
prove that it had nothing but 
new wares in the political show 
window. A logical extension and 
, evolution of previous military 
policy had to become a bright, 
shiny, newly minted project nev­ 
er seen before. 
It isn’t any such thing — and 
it is better for it. 


THE PRESIDENT himself be­ 
gan to set the record straight in 
his latest press conference. He 
said there was no one-weapon 
reliance at all in the govern­ 
ment’s defense strategy. He said 
that to call the "New Look” rev­ 
olutionary or to act like it is 
something which Just suddenly 
dropped down on us like a cloud 
out of the heaven, is not true.” 
He said that we must have 
the “capacity” of massive retali­ 
ation as a deterrent, but that we 
must be flexible enough to deal 
with limited aggressions and not 
assume that every aggression 
would be turned into a World 
War. 
That makee sense. What wra» 
wrong, evidently, was not the 
“New Look” but the New Lookers.

the subsequent noise, smoke and 
confusion. 
The dentist was Maj. Irving 
Peress, a New Yorker who es­ 
caped overseas service and was 
given an honorable discharge 
over the objections of Sen. Jo­ 
seph 
R. 
McCarthy 
(R-Wis.). 
Peress also was promoted from 
captain to major, despite ques­ 
tionable loyalty. 
McCarthy 
told 
the 
United 
Press that he would insist the 
Army honor his demand and its 
promise to reveal the names of 
officers responsible for Peress’ 
promotion and honorable dis­ 
charge. 
The Army 
Department in­ 
formed the United Press that 
Secretary 
Robert T. 
Stevens’ 
promise to give McCarthy the 
names would be honored. But 
the Army inspector general’s in­ 
vestigation of the Peress case is 
not complete. It probably will be 
concluded in the last week of 
March after which a report will 
have to be drafted and approved 
• before the Peress investigation 
can be resumed. 
"The Peress case cannot be 
closed until we know who was 
protecting him,” McCarthy said. 
“We have an agreement from 
Stevens that he would give us 
the names of all of those in­ 
volved. We want those names. 
Unfortunately the investigation 
is being held up by this side is­ 
sue.” 
McCarthy said Peress’ testi­ 
mony /ould be referred to the 
Justice Department when the 
case is closed. He did not reveal 
on That grounds. 
It appears now that the Pe­ 
ress case is on ice for three weeks 
or more pending the report of 
the inspector general’s office to 
Stevens and its transmission to 
McCarthy. There is no reason to 
believe, however, that the Inves­ 
tigation will be other than com­ 


plete regardless of what may b< 
made public about it. 
Defense Secretary Charles E 
Wilson was not pleased by thi 
Army’s handling of Peress. Th< 
man called a fifth amendmeni 
Communist by McCarthy was ir 
the Army four months before 
any official notice was taken 01 
the fact that he had refused U 
sign a loyalty paper. It took 1( 
months thereafter to get him oul 
of the Army and the exit was bj 
honorable discharge on Feb. 2 
1954. 
McCarthy sought to prevenl 
% Peress* honorable discharge be- 
cause the major previously had 
involked the fifth amendment ir 
response to the senator’s ques­ 
tions as a Senate investigator. 
Peress’ appearance before Me- 
Carthy after his discharge led tc 
the questioning of Brig. Gen 
Ralph H. Zwicker, Camp Kilmer 
N.J., commanding general, and 
the rought handling by McCar- 
th y which 
brought Stevens' 
charge that Zwicker had been 
shamefully abused.

'Batter' Bread 


Is The Trick 


For Quick Work 


If you’ve wished for a new, quick, 
easy way to make old-fashioned 
breads, your wish has come true. 
The trick is yeast breads made by 
the batter method. They not only 
have appetite and eye appeal but 
they have kitchen appeal, too, be­ 
cause the batter method eliminates 
several steps that wa ordinarily 
think of as being necessary when 
preparing a delicious hot bread. 
And while the yeast is at work you 
can rest, if you wish to, or prepare 
another part of the meal. 


Batters with their higher pro­ 
portion of liquid to flour are mixed 
more quickly. Kneading and shap­ 
ing steps are eliminated. Batters 
need to rise, only once, either in 
the bowl in which they are mixed 
or in the baking pan so you have 
fewrer dishes to wash and you take 
the finished bread from the oven 
sooner. 


It really is true that you spend 
less time in the kitchen when you 
prepare yeast-raised breads from a 
batter. But fermentation of the 
batter is very important. When 
doubled in bulk, the batter looks 
moist and somewhat rough with 
small bubbles just under the sur­ 
face. The top is not tightly stretch­ 
ed as in doughs with which you are 
probably more familiar, but rather 
it is slightly rounded and soft. 


Recipe directions should be care­ 
fully followed. Some require that 
the batter rise in the bowl until 
it is sufficiently raised, then it is 
stirred down and turned into a 
casserole or baking pan and pop­ 
ped directly into the preheated 
oven to bake. Other recipes call 
for the batter to be turned into 
the prepared baking pan immedi­ 
ately after mixing, left to rise in 
a warm place, free from draft, un­ 
til doubled in bulk and then baked. 
Because batters are softer mix­ 
tures than doughs, they take on 
the shape of the baking pan, m ak­ 
ing them ideal breads to bake in a 
mold.

CHICAGO 0J.R5 — Two research 
workers say there is room for more 
optimism about the life expectancy 
if chronic leukemia victims. 
Dr. Arthur A. Marlow and G rant 
R. Barlett of La Jolla, Calif., point 
to a patient who lived for 29 years 
with the disease as an example. 
Studies of large g r o u p s of 
chronic leukemia patients show 
the average length of survival Is 
three and one-half years. 
But the researchers wrote in the 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association th at the statistics do 
not mean any particular patient is 
doomed. 
“It is felt th at an optimistic

As Modern Evangelist Draws Throngs 


A London friend writes that tall, I 
blond Billy Graham from North 
Carolina, not a theatrical star but i 
an evangelist, is the current sen­ 
sation in her town. He packs 11,000 j 
persons a night into vast Harrin* 
gay Arena for old-time revival j 
meetings with hymn-singing and 
sinner-exhorting. Even the Church j 
of England, while obviously a bit 
nervous about young Graham’s use j 
of modern publicity tactics, has 
decided that he's good for the peo- ‘ 
pie. 


I wonder if they sing “Whoso- ! 
ever Will May Come” at the con­ 
clusion of Billy Graham's sermon, 
and does he hold out welcoming 
arms to the congregation as if 
summoning them all to the peni- j 
tents’ bench? 
I 
That’s what happened at the re- 
vivals in our town. We called them 
protracted meetings back home , 
and the one I remember best was ; 
held by Brother Frank in a tent 
near the fair grounds. The signs 
announcing the event were nailed 
to the trees along our country road 
just when I was going through my 
annual spring yearning to be a 
better girl. As soon as I sgw the j 
cards, I resolved to begin at once 
to make myself fit, to go down the ! 
aisle and profess my faith. I start- j 
ed by giving up icing on chocolate 
cake, obeying my mother’s warn­ 
ing not to read in bed at night for 
fear I’d forget to blow out the 
lamp, and even went to work and

Short Ride From 
Washington D.C. 


WASHNOTON (UP.) —Wash­ 
ingtonians who want to get away 
from It all are re-discovering a de­ 
serted Island Just a two-mfhute 
boat ride away. 
The island, once the site of an 
imposing summer home, is now a 
virtual wilderness. 
Foxes, barred 
owls, wild mallards, and night 
herons roam the 90-acre tract in 
the Potomac river in comparative 
isolation almost within a stone’s 
throw of the nation’s capital city. 
Recently, regular ferry service 
from Georgetown has been launch­ 
ed for the benetit of Washing­ 
tonians with a hankering to ex­ 
plore the wilds. 
The island is operated by the 
National Capital PParks a* a me­ 
morial to Theodore Rosevelt, a 
strong promoter of conservation. 
A few trails and shelter near the 
river are its only concessions to 
civilization. 
Curiosity hunters and amateur 
naturalists will find the founda­ 
tions of George Mason’s fine sum­ 
mer home all but overgrown by a 
wealth of unusual flora. 
Among 
the numerous trees on Roosevelt 
island is a tall white oak and a 
rare Kentucky coffee tree. 
Mason, whose home was de­ 
stroyed by fire during the Civil 
War, operated a flourishing plan­ 
tation on the island. Here he grew 
•cotton and tobacco and set out 
fruit trees. 
The island was a grant to Lord 
Baltimore from Charles II of Eng­ 
land in 1632. 
It changed hands 
several times and, until its pur­ 
chase in 1921 by the Roosevelt 
Memorial Association, had been 
locally known as Mason’s island.

State Is Getting Tough 
On Payment Evasion

California Is getting tough on 
people who do not file California 
tax returns or who otherwise evade 
p a y m e n t of 
taxes due to the 
state of Cali­ 
fornia. 


According to 
a 
n e w 
la w 
effective 
Sep­ 
tember 9, 1953, 
“ A n y person 
who, within the 
time 
required 
by or under the 
provisions 
o f 
this part, wil­ 
fully fails to file any return or to 
supply any information with in­ 
tent to evade any tax imposed by 
this part, or who wilfully and with 
intent, makes, renders, signs, or 
verifies any false or fraudulent re­ 
turn or statement or supplies any 
false or fraudulent information, is 
punishable by imprisonment in the 
county jail not to exceed one year, 
or in the state prison not to ex­ 
ceed five years, or by fine of not 
more than five thousand < $5,000), 
or by both such fine and imprison­ 
ment, at the discretion of the 
court." 
Also according to a law effective 
September 22, 1951 “Any person 
who wilfully makes and subscribes 
any return, statement, or other 
document, which contains or is 
verified by a writen declaration 
that it is made under the penalties 
of perjury, and which he does not 
believe to be true and correct as 
to every material matter, shall be 
guilty of a felony, and, upon con-

“The fact that an individual's 
name is signed to a return, state­ 
ment, or other document filed shall 
be prima facie evidence for all 
purposes that the return, state­ 
ment, or other document was 
actually signed by him." 
Also on the books, covering 
lesser violations, is the following: 
“Any person who, with or without 
intent to evade any requirement of 
this part or any lawful require­ 
ment of the Franchise Tax Board 
under this part, fails to file any 
return or to supply any infor­ 
mation required under this part, or 
who, with or without such intent, 
makes, renders, signs, or verifies 
any false or fraudulent return or 
statement, or supplies any false or 
fraudulent information, is liable 
to a penalty or nor more than 
one thousand dollars $1,000).” 
“The person is also guilty of a 
misdemeanor and shall upon con­ 
viction be fined not to exceed one 
thousand $1,000) or be Imprisoned 
not to exceed one year, or both, at 
the discretion of the court.” 
The California Tax law now has 
some real teeth in it and the 
Franchise Tax Board has started 
a real enforcement program aimed 
at people who refuse to pay their 
taxes properly. 
You should be sure that you file 
a tax return and keep your papers 
for 
at 
least 
four years. 
The 
statute of limitations runs out 
after four years, except that, of 
course, if a return was never filed, 
the statute never started to run, 
so that there is no statute on not 
filing a return. 
Anyone who has never filed a 
California income tax return, and 
has been subject to the tax should 
immediately file returns for all 
years that returns were due. 
If 
you file them yourself and pay the 
tax and interest, and have a good 
reason for not having filed before, 
there is a good chance that penal­ 
ties will be waived.
